@ircular to Gas Companies. 


| Tae most complete failure of any gas Bill brought before 
| Parliament this session is unquestionably the one promoted by 
the South-Eastern Railway interest for the incorporation of the 
| Kent Gas Consumers Company, nominally for lighting parts of 
| the parishes of Lee and Lewisham, but the principal object of 
the scheme being to light he railway-stations along the South. 
Eastern Railway, from the proposed site of the works at Hither 
Green to Charing Cross. Unlike the Winchester Consumers 
Gas and Water Bill, the rejection of which we noticed in our 
last, the Kent Consumers Gas Bill was promoted by a nume- 
rous and respectable proprietary, who had subscribed for 
£30,000 of the capital, of which they had paid up £3000. 
During the last nine months the whole strength of the Towns|’ 
Protection Agency has been brought to bear in getting up a 
case against the Phoenix Company, who at present supply the 
district, and for four days it was patiently considered by a 
committee of the House of Commons, of which Sir Matthew 
W. Ridley was chairman. From the ample report of the pro- 
ceedings inserted elsewhere in our present number, our readers 
will be able to appreciate the value of the evidence on which 
Parliament was asked to sanction a scheme for competing with 
an existing gas company, placed under the provisions of the 
Gas-Works Clauses Act. If irregular complaints against the 
quality of gas were to be received as evidence of the want of a 
new source of supply, there is scarcely a town in the kingdom 
where competition might not be shown to be required, for 
there are few gas companies, some of whose customers are not 
ready to raise the cry of “ bad gas,” in which category is in- 
cluded “‘ smoky gas,” in ignorance of the fact that the smoke 
produced by imperfect combustion is an indication of richness 
and not of inferiority. ‘The Metropolis Gas Act, however, pro- 
vides sufficient security to consumers against the supply of gas 
that is deficient either in illuminating power or in purity, as it 
gives them the power to have the gas tested by officers ap- 
pointed by the local authorities; and it does not appear that 
any of the complainants against the gas supplied by the Pheenix 
Company who came forward as witnesses to support the Bill 
of the competing company had resorted to the means prescribed 
by the Act for the redress of their alleged grievances. Instead 
of doing so, they had recourse to the services of Mr. S. Hughes 
and his assistant and colleagues, for the purpose of proving 
that the gas was bad, and by relying on their evidence the case 
of the promoters of the Bill was lost. The record of the expe- 
riments of Mr. Hughes and his assistant, represented the illu- 
| minating power of the gas supplied by the Phoenix Company to 
| have been on every occasion below the parliamentary standard, 
and that it was in one experiment as low as 7°46 candles, 
instead of 12, the total average not having exceeded 9°78 
| candles. It was further stated by Mr. Hughes that these re- 
sults were obtained when using the Birmingham parliamentary 
burner, which he alleges is peculiarly adapted to display to 
advantage the power of weak gas, and that if tested by the old 
burners the average illuminating power would have been re- 
duced to 8 candles, or less. As the decision of the committee 
| on the Bill was pronounced before the Phoenix Company had 
| the opportunity of replying to this evidence, we cannot state 
what the illuminating power of the gas actually was, but we 
| feel assured they were amply prepared to show that the expe- 

riments must have been incorrect. No scientific witness, whose 
| testimony would have been entitled to consideration, was exa- 
| mined to confirm the evidence of Mr. Hughes and his assistant ; 

and the only other person who was examined on that point, on 

behalf of the promoters of the Bill, was a dabbler in patents, who 
may be said to add to his clerical functions the office of what Mr, 

Hughes terms a “‘ hack witness ;” and his experiments so far 
contradicted those of Mr. Hughes, that they showed the illu- 

minating power of the gas when tested by him to have ex- 
ceeded 12 candles. Mr. Hedley and Mr. Stevenson were 
brought forward to support Mr. Hughes’s estimates and sta- 

tistics, and the former, in his anxiety to prove that gas-works 
are no nuisance if properly managed, entertained the committee 

with an account of the beauties of his gardens at Banbury, close 

to the gas-works there, when managed by him. His gardens 

were, he said, ‘‘an attractive feature on the Great-Western 

Railway.” Round the retort-house he grew peaches and 

apricots ; his flowers were in great request, and gold fishes, 

jack, and perch lived together harmoniously in a fountain near 

the works. According to the estimates of these witnesses, the

trict would leave a net profit of 103 per cent. on the capital in- 
vested in the new works. But it came out, on the cross-examina- 
tion of the manager of the South-Eastern Railway Company, that 
an arrangement had been made with the Kent Gas Consumers 
Company to supply the railway-stations with gas at 35 per 
cent. less than other customers, and, as the consumption of the 
railway company would amount to one-half the estimated con- 
sumption of the whole district, the price charged to them 
would be only a small fraction more than 2s. 9d. per 1000 feet, 
assuming the charge to ordinary consumers to be 4s. 3d. per 
1000 feet, as now charged by the Phoenix Company. The 
average price received by the Consumers Company, on the 
whole of the gas sold, would, therefore, not have amounted to 
8s. 6d. per 1000 feet. It was quite evident, though the ma- 
nager of the South-Eastern Railway Company “‘could not see it,”’ 
that the advantage to be gained by that company of having the gas 
at avery low price must have comeout ofthe pockets of somebody 
else ; and that, in point of fact, the private consumers would 
have had no prospect of being supplied with gas at so lowa 
price as it is now charged by the Phoenix Company, even 
admitting the estimates of Mr. Hughes and his associated 
witnesses to be correct. The laboured statistics of that gen- 
tleman, and Mr. Hedley’s flowery descriptions of a gas-work 
paradise, did not, however, weigh on the minds of the com- 
mittee against the evidence of the owners of land and the 
residents in the neighbourhood of the proposed works, who 
apprehended great injury to their property, and were quite 
satisfied with the present supply of gas. Their testimony, and 
the absence of any confirmatory evidence, by the promoters of 
the Bill, to prove that the gas now supplied is of less than the 
parliamentary standard, induced the committee to declare the 
preamble not to have been proved, without hearing all the 
witnesses to support the opposition of the landowners, and 
without calling on the Phoenix Company to support their peti- 
tion against the Bill. A more complete break-down of any 
case could scarcely be conceived. As the expenses of this 
attempt to establish a competing gas company will nearly 
swallow up the deposits, the result will probably deter others 
from venturing to repeat such an experiment ; and it does not 
augur favourably for the Hanley Consumers Gas Bill, which 
is the only remaining competing scheme of the session. 

We noticed in our last the failure of the Towns Protection 
Agency to produce any impression on the committee on the 
Folkestone Gas Bill, and we now insert the report of the pro- 
ceedings, from which the futility of their efforts will be more 
distinctively seen. We also insert the report of the proceed- 
ings on the two Exeter Bills to which we adverted, together 
with those before the committees on the Preston and Redhill 
Gas Bills. In the Preston Bill, as introduced, there was a 
clause making the maximum price of gas dependent on varia- 
tions in the price of coal; but that was struck out, and an 
invariable maximum price of 4s. 2d. per 1000 feet for 18- 
candle gas was fixed. Much of the time of the committee 
was occupied in considering the question whether a higher 
price should be charged for gas supplied in the township of 
Fulwood, which was ulimately settled by allowing the com- 
pany to make a separate charge until the consumption in the 
township, exclusive of the barracks and of the workhouse, 
amounts to one million feet per annum. The other points, 
on which a compromise was effected, have been previously 
noticed. 

The question has been raised in St. George’s vestry, Han- 
over Square, whether the gas examiner, formally appointed by 
a resolution of that body, is entitled to remuneration for his 
services. . The appointment of Dr. Aldis as gas examiner of the 
parish was made on the 7th of March, 1861, and from that 
time to the present he has received no remuneration for the 
duties discharged in that capacity. At the meeting of the 
vestry on the 6th inst., their attention was drawn to the sub- 
ject, and it will scarcely be credited that a proposition to pay 
the gas examiner for his services was strongly opposed. The 
ground of the opposition was, that the salary of £250, which 
Dr. Aldis receives as medical officer of health, is sufficient 
remuneration for his services, including those of gas examiner ; 
though it was distinctly understood at the time of his appoint- 
ment that the extra duties imposed on him were to be sepa- 
rately paid for. The terms of the appointment, and the letter 
of Dr. Aldis, returning his “sincere thanks for the honour 
‘* conferred” on him, and leaving the amount of remuneration 
to be decided when he was enabled to lay before the vestry the 
extra duties imposed on him, show what was the understanding 
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at the time. In the discharge of those duties he has had to 
examine and report upon six separate gases, and now the right 
to payment for his services is disputed. The accusation which 
Mr. Hughes made against the metropolitan vestries and dis- 
trict boards of niggardliness and ingratitude receives some 
confirmation from the conduct of St. George’s vestry towards 
their gas examiner. That gentleman was excepted from the 
general condemnation by Mr. Hughes of the testing officers 
appointed in other parishes, some of whom he said are “ regular 
‘hack witnesses of the gas companies,” and others “half- 
“educated medical men, with no chemical knowledge.” But 
with regard to Dr. Aldis he bore testimony to ‘his long con- 
‘tinued and highly useful services.” It is satisfactory to find 
that there was a majority, though but a small one, in favour of 
the motion for the appointment of a committee to investigate 
what sum is now due to the gas examiner under the terms of 
his appointment. 

Municipal traders in gas, it might be supposed, would be 
exempt from the difficulties and annoyances to which gas 
companies are sometimes subjected from the desertion of 
their customers, and from the complaints of the gas consumers 
they supply. But two appeals to the public, now before us, 
from the gas committees of corporations, show that the ma- 
nagement of gas-works by corporate bodies may fail to give 
satisfaction, and may be attended with Joss to the ratepayers. 
The chairman of the Manchester Gas Committee has found 
it necessary to defend himself and the committee from 
numerous attacks made on them in the local papers, 
and he has addressed a long letter to the . Manchester 
Guardian on the subject. The consumers of gas prin- 
cipally complain of the increase of their gas bills, which they 
attribute to defective meters and unnecessary pressure ; 
and Mr. Curtis asserts, in reply, that if there be an undue in- 
crease in the quantity charged, it is the fault of the consumers 
for not attending to the state of their fittings and burners. 
One of the complainants, who has several times rushed into 
print to make known the grievance to which he is exposed 
from “ supernatural pressure” of gas, and who signs himself 
‘* A Citizen,” happens to be known, and it appears that his 
total consumption of gas during fifteen months only amounted 
to 6s. 6d. There are some people who cannot keep from com- 
plaining, and who must make themselves busy about something 
or other, and the directors of gas companies who are pestered 
with such individuals will not be sorry to find that municipal 
gas manufacturers come in for their share of such annoyances. 
The Manchester Gas Committee have for vears past paid atten- 
tion to the question of obtaining a meter that can be relied on 
for accurate measurement, and Mr. Curtis says that, acting on 
the results of their observations, they are now purchasing 
only a wet compensating meter, by which the variation in the 
measurement is limited under all possible changes of pressure 
within a narrower range than is sanctioned by the Sales of Gas 
Act; the meter to which he refers being supplied by the Gas- 
Meter Company. In concluding his letter, Mr. Curtis makes 


an appeal to his fellow-citizens—in which appeal the directors 


of most gas companies might join in addressing their customers 
—to give the Gas Committee credit for a sincere desire to 
make gas of the best quality, and only to charge for that 
which they furnish. The other municipal body who have 
made an appeal to the public are the Corporation of Limerick. 
They almost pathetically call on the ratepayers and gas con- 
sumers for support, urging them for their own sakes to pur- 
chase gas from the Corporation. The quality of the Corpora- 
tion gas they say is quite as good, and the price as low, as 
that supplied by the United General Gas Company, and that 
if the ratepayers refuse to buy the gas manufactured with their 
own money and by their own servants, the gas concern will 
fail to be self-paying, and there will be an end for the present 
generation to competition in gas in Limerick. It seems, in- 
deed, from a letter in the Limerick Chronicle of the 8th inst., 
that the Corporation gas-works have already fallen into that 
condition, and that the sum of £5000 has been advanced to 
the Corporation by the National Bank on the security of a bill 
of sale of the gas-works. The bill of sale it is stated has been 
registered {and appears in Stubb’s Gazette, commonly called 
the “ black list.” This state of affairs in Limerick affords but 
small encouragement to local authorities to become manufac- 
turers of gas. 

‘All that’s bright must fade,” and so, alas! have the 
glorious prospects of the Tan-Gas and Charcoal Company, 
Limited. A cruel notice has been issued under the Companies 
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Act, 1862, requiring all the creditors of the company to send 
in the particulars of their debts or claims on or before the 24th 
inst., to Mr. Joseph Sawyer, 173, Fenchurch Street, the 
liquidator. It is only about eighteen months since this project 
'was launched, with assurances of success such as were seldom 
‘exceeded. It was proposed to convert the accumulated refuse 
‘from tan-pits into gold, by transmuting the mass first into 
‘charcoal, sulphate of ammonia, acetate of soda, naphtha, and 
illuminating gas. The certainty of success was guaranteed, and 
'to prevent the possibility of failure, the scale of operations was 
to be limited so as to produce in the first instance not more than a 
'profit of £11,700 from an expenditure of £20,000. The pos- 
|, sessors of shares in a concern so certainly lucrative, no doubt 
|| considered themselves eminently fortunate, though there were 
some envious croakers who hinted that the plan had been tried 
before and failed. The cause of its present failure we will 
‘not venture to declare. It may be that the undertaking has 
| been suffocated with a plethora of riches, or that the hen that 
laid the golden eggs has been killed; anything, in short, 
jrather than the incompetency of the guaranteed experiments 
to bear the test of practical application. 

We have to announce also the winding up of the British 
jand Foreign Gas Generating Apparatus Company, Limited. 
The scheme came into existence without exciting any sensa- 





There are two rival liquidators; one appointed by the share-

This invention is intended more particularly to be applied to regulating 
the flow of gases from a vessel containing gas at a high pressure, to an- 
other in which it is intended to be kept at a low pressure, such as is re- 
quired for the supply cf illuminating gas to burners, The apparatus will 
be found particularly adapted for the supply of gas to burners used in 
railway trains, but may also be employed for regulating the pressure of 
gas under other circumstances. 

In carrying out this invention the gas under high pressure is kept 
stored in a strong rigid metal holder or vessel, capable of resisting a con- 
siderable internal strain. This holder communicates by means of a pipe 
provided with a suitable valve with a moveable metal holder, which is 
supported between vertical metal guides, and rises and falls in the same 
manner as an ordinary gasholder of a gas-work. This holder works in a 
hydraulic joint in the usual manner, so as to prevent leakage; and it may 
be counterbalanced by weights so as to give any desired pressure in the 
exit-pipe leading therefrom to the burners. The valve on the pipe lead- 
ing from the high-pressure vessel to the low-pressure vessel or holder, is 
commanded by a lever which is connected by a link or rod, or in any 
other convenient manner, to the moveable or low-pressure vessel or holder. 

The gasholders may be made either round or square, or of any otber 
shape that may be most convenient for adaptation to the railway carriage. 
The valve on the pipe leading from the high-pressure to the low-pressure 
holder is a slide-valve, in the lower part of which is made an angular or 
A-shaped opening. ‘The face of the valve is ground to fit the exit aper- 
ture, which may be made of a triangular or other convenient shape, so 
that the A-opening in the slide may at first admit only a small rush of 
gas. Afterwards as the valve rises the area of the supply will be in- 
creased gradually, and as the valve descends the supply will be rapidly 
cut off. It is preferred to use this kind of valve for the purpose of the 
invention, but it is not intended to confine it to the use of this kind, as 
other forms of valve may be used.

This invention relates to a means of supplying gas on railway lines, in 
tunnels and elsewhere, in order to afford light while effecting repairs to 
the permanent way, or otherwise. It has hitherto been imperfectly 
effected by means of naphtha or other oil lamps, which are suspended at 
the desired point; but according to this invention a gas-main is run 
below the surface of the permanent way, either at the side or between the 
rails, At distances of about 50 or 60 feet suitable orifices are made for 
the outlet of the gas, communicating by means of short pipes fitted at 
their lower ends with gas-valves of peculiar construction. This valve is 
enclosed in a hollow wood block, forming a seat, and serving as a means 
of embedding the valve firmly below the surface of the line. This block 
is rigidly maintained by means of galvanized iron hoops, and the tube or 
valve-orifice is adjusted inside by screws or otherwise. On the upper 
end of the block is fitted a small hinged cover, which prevents any dirt 
entering the valve-cavity, and also affords easy access to the interior. A 
central spindle projects from the upper part of the valve, on which fits 
the lower end of a key or centre, serving to turn on or cut off the supply 
of gas. The stem or standard forms a temporary stand-pipe for the gas 
to pass up, and is surmounted by a cross tube with valve-openings at the 
end. On one or both ends of this cross tube may be secured the ends of

being readily connected or disconnected from the gas-tube. ‘Ihe flexible 
tube may be of any suitable length, and it is furnished at the end with a 
gas-nozzle or jet. In this manner the tubing conducts the gas from the 
standard to any desired point between the stand-pipes, where it is sus- 
pended from hooks carried on iron rods pointed at their ends, so as to be 
readily fixed in the ground, the gas being there lighted. and may be so 
applied from point to point of the work. The valve, which is of cylin- 
drical form, is furnished with suitable flanges, securing the parts together, 
and all being bevelled wherever any dirt might otherwise effect a 
lodgment. 

The gas finds passage at the lower part, through suitable orifices made 
in a central screw, stem, or part of the valve, up into the spindle, which 
orifices remain covered at top, so long as the gas is turned off, by a screw- 
boss, on which the key before described fits, and at the bottom by a plate 
acted on by a spiral spring; so that there can be no escape of gas pos- 
sible, the contact surfaces being further furnished with suitable packing to 
ensure such object. The key before mentioned, being applied on the 
central spindle, takes on to the screw-boss surrounding it, which, on being | 
turned in one direction, actuates a left-handed screw on the interior of the | 
valve-stem, so as to raise the valve off its seat and afford outlet to the gas. | 
On the top of the valve is mounted a ring or guide, into which the key 
before mentioned fits, a small projection near the bottom taking into the | 
key-way in the guide-ring below. At one side of this key-way there isa} 
stop, to prevent the key from turning except in one direction; and after | 
about four turns it meets with another stop at bottom of the guide-ring, 
indicating that the valve is fully opened. The key may be thus readily 
applied, and gas turned on at any moment without difficulty. All the 
contact points of this valve are fitted with collars and elastic washers, so 
that no corrosion can take place; it also prevents friction of the metals, 
which are liable to become set by long standing. ‘The valves may also be 
otherwise arranged to suit the purpose of the invention.

The object of this invention is to allow of the admission, exclusion, and | 
regulation of gas being effected or controlled from any one, or more, or | 
all of the floors or apartments of a house or other structure, readily and | 
almost instantaneously, whereby time and trouble are saved, great con- 
venience gained, and an effective check kept on the general management 
and clandestine working of the gas; and in case of fire a provision 
whereby the gas may be immediately excluded, and danger of accident by 
explosion prevented. 

According to this invention, the key, tap, cock, or valve, of the meter, | 
or inlet, or supply, or service pipe, is connected with a cord, chain, or 
wire, or other like agent, carried through the ceilings, walls, or otherwise, 
of the various floors or apartments of the house or structure, being com- 
bined for that purpose with rollers, pulleys, or cranks, having a weight at 
both ends, so that, by moving the cord or like agent, the key, tap, or valve, 
will be worked, and the gas admitted, excluded, or regulated, as required.

This invention has for its object improvements in apparatus used to regu- 
late the supply of water to water-closets, washhand-basins, and urinals. 
For these purposes a vessel—by preference a cylindrical vessel—is used, 
which is closed at the top, within which another vessel, of smaller dimen- 
sions and closed at the top, works readily up and down. Around and 
near the lower part of the inner vessel is a cupped leather, or other suit- 
able flexible material, the lower end of which cupped material descends 
into oil or lubricating fluid, at the bottom of the outer vessel, each time 
the inner vessel is caused to descend, by which the interior of the outer 
vessel is lubricated each time the inner vessel is raised. At the upper 
part of the inner vessel an air-cock or valve is applied, the passage 
through which is capable of being regulated according to the time during 
which it may be desired that the inner vessel should take in descending. 
The outer vessel is fixed in any convenient position, and the inner vessel 
is connected to the lever or other instrument of a water-closet, which acts 
on the water supply cock or valve in such a manner that when the lever 
or instrument is acted on it moves the inner vessel above mentioned, 
which it can readily do by reason of the cupped leather or other cupped 
flexible material giving way and acting as a valve, whilst in its return the 
pressure of the gas keeps its outer edge against the interior surface of the 
outer vessel. By this arrangement there is no induction or valve other 
than the cupped flexible material around the inner vessel required. 

The arrangement of apparatus when applied to a washhand-basin or 
urinal is similarly to be connected with the lever or instrument acting on 
the cock or valve by which water is supplied, and the weight or spring 
acting to close the same will be retarded by the regulating apparatus. 

In water-closets where the seats are moveable, the apparatus is applied 
in the following manner :—To the under-side of the moveable seat a 
bracket or projection is fixed, which when the seat is depressed acts on the 
spindle of the water supply cock or valve, so as to close it. Such bracket 
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'lor projection at the same time acts on the tail end or other part of the 
|| weighted lever, and lifts the lever out of action, and so retains it during 
|| the time that the seat of the closet is depressed. On the seat being re- 
|| leased, the valve will be allowed to open, which it will do by the pressure

SOUTH METROPOLITAN GASLIGHT AND COKE COMPANY. 

The Half-Yearly Ordinary Meeting of Proprietors was held at the London 
Tavern, on Tuesday, April 11—T. B. Srpson, Esq., in the chair. 

The Secrerary (Mr. Livesey) read the advertisement convening the pre- 
sent and the minutes of the last meeting. The seal of the company was 
affixed to the register of shareholders, 

The following report of the directors was presented :— 

At the meeting in October last the directors announced to the proprietors that, in 
consequence of the increase in the company’s business, they intended to apply to 
Parliament for power to hold more land. A bill has since been introduced into the 
House of Commons for that purpose, and for permission to remove the church ad- 
joining the works; and which bill has passed through the House of Commons, and 
been read a first time in the House of Lords. 

The directors also apprised the proprictors that they had reduced the price of gas 
4d. per 1000 feet trom Midsummer last, and they have now to submit the first half 
year’s account at such reduction, showing a profit of about £400 in excess of the 
amount required for the dividend. 

During the last year the works were improved and extended, by the erection of a 
new engine-house with a larger engine and exhauster ; and this year it will be neces- 
sary to reconstruct about one-fourth of the retorts now in use, and to erect at least | 
six additional ovens, with a retort-house capable of holding considerably more. 

By the account to be submitted to the meeting it will be seen that the rental for 
gas and the receipts for products, for the half year to the 3lst of December last, 
amount to £44,310. 12s. 4d., and the expenditure for the same period to £33,915. 
16s. 2d., leaving a balance of £10,394. 16s. 2d. as the profit for the half year, to be 
appropriated at this meeting. 

‘The business of the company continues steadily to increase, but, in consequence of | 
the reduction in price, the gas-rental is less than the corresponding period of 1863 | 
by £800. The receipts for products are better, and therefore the gross income for 
the half year to the 31st of December last is in excess of that for 1863 by £1000. 

The reports of the parochial officers respecting the quality and purity of the gas 
supplied continue to be favourable; and, from the scarcity of complaints, the 
directors have every reason to believe that the consumers and the public are gene- 
rally satisfied. 

3y the company’s Act of Incorporation, Joseph L. Heathorn, Esq., director, and 
William Baker, Esq., auditor, retire from office at this period, but have given notice 
of their intention to offer themselves for re-election. 

The CuatRMAN said it gave the directors great pleasure to meet the share- 
holders on the present occasion. In fact, it was hardly possible to express 
the gratification they experienced in seeing that there was nothing to inter- 
fere with the progress of the company or its future development. He had 
little to add to the statements contained in the report as to their working 
operations. ‘The proprietors were aware that an application had been made 
by the company to Parliament for power to enlarge their site. Hitherto 
they had been very much confined for space, and had even been compelled 
to build their gasometers close up to the road, and the directors felt that it 
was necessary for the convenient working of the company that they should | 
be enabled to extend their boundaries. They believed that the additional | 
land they would acquire under the provisions of their new Act, would give | 
them all that they needed, and in future all their improvements would be} 
carried out upon the new ground, which he hoped would be sufficient for | 
many years tocome. ‘The site which they occupied at present was leasehold; 
their new ground would be freehold, and therefore a very great acquisition, | 
with reference to the permanent interests of the company. Looking at the} 
commercial world in general, he felt that there were very few undertakings | 
which were better abused in the present day than gas companies. The pro- 
prietors were well aware that in the metropolis and throughout the country 
an agitation had been got up against gas companies, and statements of the | 
most absurd kinds had been made respecting them, which had not even a 
shadow of foundation in fact. Not long ago a person addressing one of the 
meetings held for the purpose of opposing the companies, had the conscience 
to assert that the gas now supplied in the metropolis was not better in its 
illuminating power than the old-fashioned dip candles; indeed, he stated that 
he did not know whether he should not prefer the use of such candles 
to be revived and gas done away with altogether. Another speaker stated, 
generally, that the directors of gas companies ought to be ashamed of 
themselves, for they cared for nothing else than the promotion of their 
own interests and the interests of their shareholders, and that unless 
Parliament interfered and -took the matter in hand the public interests 
would be wholly sacrificed. He himself was conversing with a person 
a few days previously, who, not knowing that he was a director of a gas 
company, said, “I don’t think that I ever knew of such _ villanous 
conduct as is practised by the gas companies in the present day; they 
seem to do just as they please.’ He asked this person whether he did 
not think the public reaped some advantage from their operations as 
now carried on. “I do not mean to say,” he replied, “that we 
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reap no advantage, for I remember that a few years ago my gas 
cost me £10 or £12 a year, and now it only costs me £4 or £5, and that cer- 
tainly is a benefit, But, then, you know we ought to have it half the price 
we do now—we are being imposed upon by the companies in all directions. 

There was no way of meeting such complaints, and the only hope was that 
would come when these grumblers would talk themselves out and

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, the accounts were received, and a divi- 
| dend at the rate of 5 per cent. for the half year was declared, payable at the 
company’s bankers on and after the 13th inst. 

Mr. Pav inquired what the probable outlay upon the works would be 
during the next 12 months. 

Mr. Livesey said it would amount to about £5000 or £6000. 

Mr. Paut asked what quantity of land the directors proposed to take. 

The CHAIRMAN said the additional land would be 12 or 14 acres, and the 
company would possess in all about 20 acres. 

Mr. Gray said the proprietors generally must feel great satisfaction at the 
progressive improvement in the company’s affairs. He quite concurred with his 
friend in the chair in the hope expressed by him that the period of agitation 
had passed away. It was very satisfactory to know that the agitators had 
been terribly defeated in all the committees of the House of Commons this 
session, and he believed they would hardly dare to appear in Parliament 
again. It was no less singular than true that all these great agitators had 
given evidence before one or other of the committees, but so little weight 
was attached to their statements and representations that, with slight modi- 
fications, the gas companies who had sought for additional powers had gained 
all they asked for, and had secured for themselves the establishment of 


have. One advantage resulting from the recent parliamentary investigations 
was that the Government had now no reason to interfere at all with gas 
| companies. The several committees, after due consideration, had recorded 
their opinion that the price now charged for gas was not in excess of 
what the consumers should pay and the companies receive. So far the 
matter was very satisfactory. Referring to the affairs of the South Metropo- 
litan Company, he said he was glad that the directors had sought for power 
to take additional land, for he believed they stood much in need of it, and 
| that its acquisition would very much facilitate the operations of the company. 
|The chairman had informed them that they had requested permission to 
obtain by agreement the church adjoining the works. If the purchase were 
made he thought the proprietors could not do better than »ppoint their worthy 
chairman as their chaplain, for he had no doubt with his ability a good con- 
gregation could be secured.

The CHarrMan said at many of the late meetings of the proprietors he 
believed the announcements he had had to make had been uniform in cha- 
racter, and consisted of reports of the continued prosperity and increased 
stability of the company. He hoped the announcements he had to make on 
the present occasion might be considered as at least equally good, while they 
contained other matters which were generally interesting to the share- 
holders. On the 5th or 6th of the month of April the company abandoned 
their old works at Vauxhall, and commenced the manufacture of gas exclu- 
sively, or almost exclusively, at their new works at Nine Elms. Having 
taken up their abode there, it was but right that the shareholders should 
know of what those works consisted, and what was the extent of their capa- 
city. In the longest day of last winter the company sent out 3,800,000 cubic 
feet of gas. The new works at Nine Elms, which would be completed in 
the course of the present summer—for great progress had been made in them 
and but little remained to be done, so that they would be perfectly ready 
by the commencement of the next winter—would be capable of sending 
out, not as the works at Vauxhall did on the longest day of last winter, 
3,800,000 cubic feet of gas, but no less than 6 million cubic feet, with 
much greater facility. So that he might congratulate the proprictors on 
the fact that they had works which would be capable for many years to 
come of doing half as much again business as the company were doing 
at present. He might further state, for he felt it would be very 
gratifying to the meeting to know, that with an expenditure of only £15,000 
more, which might be made at any time during the next few years, 
the works would be capable of sending out double the quantity of gas 
they could now; in other words, they would then be capable of meeting 
a rental of something more than £300,000 a year. The question which 
suggested itself to the minds of some of the proprictors, doubtless, 
was how these important works, capable of doing so much at present,

This will take place in the approaching 
summer, 

The remaining portions of the retort-houses are in progress, and will be ready for 
use by the time required, as winter approaches. The station-meters are in course of 
erection, and considerable advance has already been made in the construction of a 
tank and gasholder, upwards of 200 feet in diameter, and capable of containing 2 
million cubic feet of gas. The directors hope and expect that by the end of autumn 
the company will be in possession of works complete in every respect, and capable 
of meeting all requirements, not only of its present business, but of all increase for 
many years tocome. The principal mains, too, leading from the new works to the 
great centres of supply, will be nearly doubled in capacity during the coming summer, 

By all these means combined, we may look forward to great economy in manufac- 
ture and delivery, and to meeting without difficulty a reduction in the price of gas to 
the consumer, now in contemplation by this as by other metropolitan companies. 

At an extraordinary meeting held in February last, the shareholders gave their 
sanction to an application to Parliament in the present session, for an act to autho- 
rize an increase of the capital of the company. The application was made, and at 
first successfully. It was hoped that so strong a case had been shown, that the 
Standing Orders should be waived. But ona second application to the Standing 
Orders Committee, they decided that the Standing Orders ought not to be dispensed 
with. Our application must therefore be renewed next session. 

Two directors, namely George Hallett, Esq., and William John Lysley, Esq., M.P., 
retire by rotation, and, being eligible, offer themselves for re-election. One auditor, 
namely, George Pearson, Esq., retires also by rotation, and, being eligible, offers 
himself for re-election.

and capable, with so little further expenditure, of meeting the re- 
quirements of an immensely extended business, had been and would 
be paid for. Every farthing of the money expended hitherto had been 
furnished by the wise forbearance of the shareholders in abstaining from 
dividing amongst themselves those surplus profits which other companies had 
divided as back dividends. Those profits the shareholders had given up, and 
this forbearance on their part had enabled them to have, perhaps, the finest 
works now in existence in London. In fact he was persuaded that, without 
— they were the finest works in the metropolis, and that they were 
capable of performing double the present business of the company, with 
only the small additional expenditure he had mentioned. The works would 
continue, to a certain extent, to be paid for in the same way—that was to 
say, the surplus profits of the next and two subsequent half years would be 
applied as they had hitherto been. But the sum required for completing these 
works would be more than the proprietors would be able to afford out of the 
profits of the undertaking. The company, however, had certain little nest 
eggs, and a fewshares to dispose of, by means of which they would be able 
very nearly to complete the works. The only mode by which they would 
then be able to raise further capital would be by asking fresh powers from 
Parliament. The proprietors were aware that, in the present session, an 
application had been made to Parliament. The bill which they promoted 
was allowed to pass the Standing Orders Committee, but, on introducing the 
bill, the permission given to them was revoked, and the directors were not 
allowed to proceed. They would, therefore, have to go to Parliament next 
session for the necessary capital to complete the works; but that, as he had 
intimated, would not be a large amount. In all subsequent years they 
would not be obliged to increase the sum upon which dividends were paid, 
and therefore the same profits as at present would enable them to continue 
the existing rates upon the whole of the capital. Now, it was fortunate for 
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the company that this was so, for the diminution in the price of gus by all 
the metropolitan companies had become so general, that it was to be anti- 
\|eipated by Christmas next there would not be an exception in this respect. 
It would not do for this company to be behind the others, but he did not 
anticipate that the reduction which they would have to make would prevent 
their continuing the payment of dividends as at the present time. With 
reference to the working of the last half year, he might remark that it had 
|| not been so good as in former half years. The previous half year was not so 
| good as the one before, nor would the next half year be so good as that, for 
|| it was impossible, during the transition of the works, that the profits should 
||be as great as when they were perfectly organized, as the directors hoped 
||they would be next winter. The company would then resume, not only 
|their present rates of profit, but a much larger rate, because, though they 
|' had had an increased rental during the half year, they had not been able to 
increase the profits. There was nothing, therefore, to cause despondency in 
|| the minds of the shareholders in reference to the affairs of the company; on 
|| the contrary, the prospects were cheering and in every respect satisfactory. 
|| With these remarks, he would now move—‘“ That the report of the directors 
| and the accounts laid before the meeting be received and adopted.” 
| Mr. Ruopes, in seconding the motion, said he did not think the outlay 
| of an additional £15,000 would enable the directors to complete the gigantic 
works now in progress at Nine Elms. 

The CHAIRMAN said the £15,000 which he had referred to would not re- 
quire to be laid out until the maximum of the business the works as at pre- 
sent arranged would do had been attained. It would be necessary for the 
|rental of the company to be increased by £80,000 a year before the works 
| would require to be increased at all. The machinery at the works was fully 
|adapted, with that small outlay, to a make of 7} million cubic feet of gas; 
but the present works were capable of producing 6 million feet. In answer 
to further questions, he stated that there were a few shares which had never 
been fully paid up; they were now forfeited, and could be reissued. The 
debenture stock had been largely extinguished, the reserve-fund having been 
created for the purpose of redeeming it. The loans would stand as they 
were, varying in amount £200 or £300 a year, more or less. 

Mr. Gray said he was glad to avail himself of the opportunity of congra- 
tulating the proprietors upon the very prosperdus condition of the affairs of 
the company, and the satisfactory prospect which the early completion of the 
new works held out to them. He thought that the whole course of pro- 
ceeding in reference to those works reflected the highest credit upon the 
directors. They had very prudently and providently, as he believed, ab- 
stained from recommending to the proprietors a division of the whole of the 
profits realized in past half years ; in consequence of which they had secured 
|a reserve which was applicable to, and had been wisely expended in, erecting 
|the new works at Nine Elms. He quite believed that the statements of the 
chairman would be entirely realized when those works were complete, and 
in perfect operation. Nothing could give greater security to the company 
than the conviction that they were quite prepared to meet every demand 
which the public might make upon them; as, on the other hand, nothing 
could be more injurious to their interests than the apprehension that they 
were not so prepared. The reduction which was about to be made in the 
price of gas would be sure to lead to a great increase in the consumption; 
and doubtless any deficiency in the profits of <7 would be in that way 
amply compensated. He thought they were all agreed that there was a 
bright sunshine before them. At present there did not seem to be a cloud 
in the sky, nor was there any portent of a coming eclipse. One thing which 
certainly tended to add to their security was the result of recent proceedings 
before committees of the House of Commons. A parcel of agitators who had 
been going through the country creating everywhere dissatisfaction with 
the price of gas, had ventured to make representations in the House 
of Commons that gas ought to be supplied at 20, and even 40, per 
cent. less than is now charged, and that at such a reduced price the 
companies would derive large profits. Those statements had been utterly 
disproved by other evidence given before the committees, and the several 
gas bills which had undergone investigation had been carried with but very 
slight modifications. He thought these facts clearly showed the benefits 
which the consumers derived from the working of the Metropolis Gas Act, 
which, while it gave something like security to the shareholders in gas com- 
— gave equal protection to the consumers and to the public at large. 

t was not necessary to remind the meeting that that bill was not promoted 
by the gas companies, but that they were strongly opposed to it. In the 
— of the parliamentary inquiry which then took place, the companies 

ad to encounter a great many difficulties, and were subject to gross mis- 
representation and abuse, but it ended in the bill being passed, to the great 
disappointment of those who promoted it. In defending themselves on that 
occasion, the gas companies were put to a -very large expense—something 
like £16,000. They had also subsequently been obliged to incur a heavy 
ay aoa in defending themselves against the provisions of a bill brought 
in by the Metropolitan Board of Works, who sought to compel them to put 
their mains into subways. A greater act of injustice never could have been 
i Ae ages upon the companies, unless they had received an ample in- 

emnity against the damage which they were likely to sustain if this bill 
had become law. But the board were not willing to do that; they required 
the companies to take the risk upon themselves. Accordingly they opposed 
the bill, and, with the aid of the water companies, they fortunately suc- 
ceeded in throwing it out. Whether it would ever be brought forward 
again it was impossible to say, but if it were, and no provision was made for 
saving the companies from the danger they apprehended, it would be their 
bounden duty again to give the bill their most strenuous opposition. With 
these observations he would content himself, merely expressing once more 
his satisfaction with the general aspect of the affairs of the company. 

Mr. Price said he was rejoiced to hear from Mr. Gray that he entertained 
so hopeful an opinion of the future security and well-being of gas proprietors 
in general. For himself he had never feared that the lowering of the price 
of gas would have an injurious effect upon their undertakings. On the 
contrary, he felt that one of the mistakes which gas companies had been too 
apt to make was that they had not been more forward in this direction; for 
he believed that the reduction of price would necessarily be followed by an 
increase in the consumption, so that their profits were not likely to be im- 
periled by a reasonable concession to the demands of the public. He was 
glad, therefore, to learn from the remarks of the chairman that at Christmas 
next there would be a reduction of price in the district of this company. 
Before sitting down, he wished to inquire how much had been laid out upon 
the works at Nine E

The CuHatrMAN: Upwards of £100,000—between that sum and £120,000. 
Mr. Price: And I think I understand you to say that the surplus profits 
for three more half years will be required to complete the payment of them? 
The Cuatrman: Yes. We can hardly tell what these half years will 
bring in. To a certain extent the works are in a state of partial disorganiza- 
tion, and the profits are, therefore, much less than they would otherwise be.

We cannot help it at 
present, but I dare say that for the half year ending at Christmas next our 
profits will be much larger. 

Mr. Price: The surplus profits last half year were £8000, the previous 
half year £12,000, and for the corresponding half of 1863 they were £9500. 

The CuarmMaNn: But you will recollect that the rental has been much 
larger this half year, therefore the profits should have increased. 

Mr. Price: If we take £8000 for the next three half years, which is a low 
computation, it will make altogether about £150,000 taken out of revenue for 
the new works. 

The CHarRrMAN: We cannot say exactly the sum that will be laid out in 
all, but it will probably be from £135,000 to £150,000. 

Mr. Price: That is a very large sum to take out of our pockets. You 
know this is an old grievance of mine. 

The CHarrMan: But you must reflect; if we had not taken it out of your 
pockets, what a state we should now be in. 

Mr. Price: I am glad to think that the board are unanimous in going to 
Parliament for fresh capital; that was a course which my late friend Mr. 
Russel] and I always advocated. 

The Cuarrman: We have been compulsorily driven to do what we were 
decidedly adverse to, but necessity is stronger than anything. 

Mr. Price said he felt that if they had gone to Parliament before they 
would have done so upon a more satisfactory footing. It was not a fortunate 
time when agitation had been excited against the gas companies, and the 
consumers were in a state of disappointment at the results of the operation 
of their own bill, to be asking for additional capital, and therefore he re- 
gretted they did not take time by the forelock. He made these remarks in 
order to justify his own consistency, for this was the principle he had always 
maintained. Referring to the report, he said there was one paragraph which 
he considered a very important one—viz., ‘‘ The principal mains leading from 
the new works to the great centres of supply will be nearly doubled in capa- 
city during the coming summer.’’ He was glad to know those mains were 
to be doubled, but he would ask the chairman whether even that was sufficient. 
There was always great waste when an excessive pressure had to be resorted 
to, and it was to be hoped that provision had been made by the directors 
against such a contingency by having mains of ample capacity. 

The CHAIRMAN said with the present capacity of mains the company had 
been able to earn their present rental, and double the capacity would enable 
them to double the rental. These mains would be completely doubled in the 
coming summer. 

Mr. Price believed that the mains of all the London companies had been 
originally too small; the consequence was the pressure had been excessive, 
and a great loss had been sustained through the escape of gas. 

The CHAIRMAN said with their new mains the directors hoped to be able 
to work with very little pressure ; indeed, quite as little as was advisable. 
During the last five or six years the mains throughout the district had been 
much increased in capacity. The company hada considerable supply on the 
Surrey side of the river, and their mains across the Thames would be equal 
in capacity to six of 24 inches diameter. 

Mr. Price asked the amount of capital for which the company would be 
going to Parliament next session. 

The CuarnMan said they were going for a very large capital; very much 
more than they were at all likely to require at present, and enough, as they 
believed, for many years to come. 

Mr. Price asked with reference to the subways bill, and the controversy 


on the subject with the Metropolitan Board, whether there was any hope of | 


the gas companies coming to terms. 

The CHArrMAN said, no doubt it would be an extremely good thing if all 
the pipes could be laid in subways, and the companies would not oppose a 
plan of the kind if they could possibly avoid it. But up to the present time 
no means had been discovered which afforded security against occasional es- 
capes and consequent explosions of gas. He did not pretend to say that, 
theoretically, the thing could not bedone. As he stated to the committee of 
the House of Commons when the subways bill was under consideration, there 
was no doubt that since the world began accidents of all kinds might have 
been prevented it proper precautions had been used, but if in every-day prac- 
tice it could not be guaranteed that the men employed would take those pre- 
cautions, it was almost certain that from time to time some casualty must be 
anticipated. When the Metropolitan Board of Works could report to Parlia- 
ment, after five years experience, that an improved system had been adopted 
by which explosions had been prevented, he should be prepared to say by all 
means let gas-mains be laid in subways. It must not be forgotter that an 
explosion in a subway would be a very different thing to an explosion above 
ground—it might blow up an entire district of the metropolis. 

Mr. Price said he had only one more inquiry to make. He observed that 
formerly a reserve and contingent fund had been credited in account ; now 
they seemed entirely to have disappeared. 

The CHAIRMAN explained the necessity there had been during former 
periods for maintaining these funds, and said that the amounts had been 
expended upon the new works. 

tr. SPRAGUE (deputy-governor) said he believed the money had been 
very profitably expended. 

Mr, Price said the item of ‘‘ Rates and taxes”’ had very much increased. 
The amount this half year was £2197, as against £1693 for the corresponding 
period of last year, and £1588 for the last half year. He was afraid it was 
no use grumbling about the matter, as the company were in the hands of 
the parishes. The rents, however, had diminished. 

The CuarrMan said he was afraid the ‘“‘ Rates and taxes’’ was an item 
which, from time to time, they must expect to see increase. The difference 
in the ‘‘rents”’ was of noimportance. The company received and paid rents, 
They had to pay rent for the 
passage of their pipes over the bridge. 

The motion was then put, and carried unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN > That the dividends upon all classes of preference 
shares and stocks be paid on and after the 17th inst.; and that a dividend 
at the rate of £2. 10s. per share, being at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum, 
be paid upon the original shares which were paid up in full on or before the 
31st of December last.” 

Mr. Ruopes seconded the motion, which was put, and agreed to. 

Mr. SAmvELs said he supposed the shareholders would have to pay their 
own income-tax. 

The CHArrMaN said it would be illegal for the company to do it. 

The retiring directors—Mr. G. Hallett and Mr. W. G. Lysley, M.P.— 
were re-elected, and each of them returned thanks on his appointment. 

The retiring auditor—Mr. Pearson—was re-elected, and briefly acknow- 
ledged this expression of the continued confidence of the proprietors. 

Mr. Price moved a vote of thanks to the chairman and directors, which 
was seconded by Mr. Gray, and very cordially adopted, 

The CHarkMAN acknowledged the vote, and took occasion to propose thanks 
to the auditors. 
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Mr. Price seconded the resolution, which was unanimously agreed to. 

Mr. Minry acknowledged the vote, and proposed a vote of thanks to the 
secretary, engineer, and other officers of the company. 

The CuarrMan seconded the resolution, and warmly commended the 
officers for the zeal and ability displayed by them in their respeetive depart- 
ments. He stated that the engineer deserved the special acknowledgment 
of the proprietors for the admirable way in which he had carried out the 
works, which—a most unusual cireumstance—had been effected within the 
amount of the original estimates. 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

The Secretary said, on behalf of his brother officers and himself, he 
returned sincere thanks to the proprietors for the vote just adopted. He had 
great pleasure in stating they acted so cordially together that their labours 
were very much lightened. 

Mr. Gray said he hoped, before the next mecting, the directors would 
take into consideration the propriety of increasing the salary of the secretary. 
Mr. Hinde’s duties had very much increased of late years, and at present his 
salary was quite inadequate to the services he performed. 

The CHArRMAN said he was quite sure the directors would most cordially 
respond to any suggestion of the kind. 
he proceedings then terminated. 








SURREY CONSUMERS GAS COMPANY. 

The Half-Yearly Ordinary General Meeting of the Shareholders of this 
Company was held at the Works, Rotherhithe Street, on Thursday, April 13th 
—Tuos. Pocock, Esq., in the chair. 

The Secretary (Mr. Boddy) read the advertisement convening the pre- 
sent and the minutes of the last half-yearly meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said the meeting to-day had been called at the works in 
accordance with an expressed wish, on the part of some of the shareholders, 
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RECEIPT. 
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The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report, said he had very 
little to add to the information which it contained. The business of the 
company was going on quite satisfactorily, and the district was being lighted in 
the most effectual manner, so as to meet with the entire approbation of the 
public. The illuminating power of the gas and its purity were above the 
requirements of the Act of Parliament, and the consequence was, that there 
were few or no complaints by the consumers. The whole of the affairs of 
the company were conducted by their officers so as to ensure the approbation 
of the directors, and the result of the half-year’s working was, that they 
were able to recommend the payment out of profits of a dividend amount- 
ing to 10 per cent. upon the share capital, old and new, and 1 per cent. 
on account of back dividends upon the old shares. 

Mr. INGERSOLL seconded the motion. 

Mr. Soper said at the foot of the notice convening the meeting was an in- 
timation that the names of the retiring directors would in future be advertised 
only in the newspapers six weeks prior to the general meeting in April. He 
thought the directors, in giving this intimation, were departing from the un- 
derstanding which was some time since come to with them by the share- 
holders—that they should receive personal notice of the names of the retiring 
directors. 

The CuarnMaN said the directors thought the notice in the newspapers was 
sufficient, and that it was not necessary to incur the expense of sending out 
400 or 500 circulars. But they were quite prepared to fall in with the wishes 
of me proprietors, and take care that in future each one should have a cir- 
cular. 

Mr. NEwMan said he had intended to call attention to the paragraph at the 
foot of the notice, but it was now unnecessary. 

Mr. Nic#orson said the resolution which the shareholders came to did not 
state how the notices were to be conveyed to the shareholders, and the direc- 
tors thought the course they had suggested would be considered suflicient. 

Mr. BricKHILt asked how it happened that while the receipts for gas the 
last half year were about £2000 more than in the previous half, the returns 
for products were about £700 less.

Tue GAs QuEsTION IN SHOREDITCH. ’ 
At the Meeting of the Vestry of this Parish, on Tuesday evening, Jan. 8, 
great complaints were made as to the quality of the gas supplied to the 





of State under the provisions of the Metropolis Gas Act, 1860:— 
To the Right Honourable Sir George Grey, Her Majesty's Secretary of State for 
the Home Department. 
The respectful memorial of the vestry of the parish of St. Leonard, Shoreditch, in 
the county of Middlesex, under their common seal, 

Sheweth,—That the inhabitants of the said parish are for the most part supplied 
with gas by the Independent Gaslight and Coke Company. 

That it has been proved to the satisfaction of the vestry that for some time past 
the gas so supplied has been largely contaminated with ammonia and sulphuretted 
hydrogen, and is most offensive and poisonous in its nature, to the great injury of 
the consumers. 

That the vestry-clerk of this parish has notified the same to the company on the 
30th ultimo, pursuant to the provisions of the 23rd and 24th Vic., cap. 125, and the 
cause of complaint is not yet removed on this date, viz., the 3rd inst. 

That this vestry considers this injurious defect to be owing to some serious defi- 
ciency in the works of the said company or the management thereof, and not to 
temporary derangement. 

The vestry therefore prays that you will immediately appoint an inspector to 
examine the works, appliances, and process of manufacture of the said company, as 
provided by the Act of the 23rd and 24th Vic., cap. 125, and will make such orders 
on the said company as the circumstances and public protection may require. 

It was also resolved,— 
| That it be referred to the medical officer and inspector of nuisances to make an 
jexamination of the works of the Independent Gas Company, and report to the 
| vestry whether, in their opinion, there is proper provision made for carrying off the 
{smoke and other products of combustion from the furnaces used on the works.

Sir,—In pursuance of the warrant of the 16th inst., authorizing and directing me 
to inquire into and concerning the grounds of a complaint made to you on the 3rd 
day of January, 1865, by memorial in writing from the vestry of the parish of St. 
| Leonard, Shoreditch, in the county of Middlesex, signed by their clerk, respecting 

the quality of the gas supplied to the parish by the Independent Gaslight and Coke 
| Company, I have the honour to report to you that, on the 19th inst., after having 
given due notice to the company, in accordance with the provisions of the 8th sec- 
|tion of the Metropolis Gas Act, 1860, 1 visited the gas-works of the company, and 
| made careful inquiries into and concerning the grounds of the said complaint. 

| Iwas accompanied during my inspection of the works by the engineer of the 
works, who afforded me every facility for such inspection, and I was also accom- 
|panied by the gas examiner for the parish, who informed me that on the 27th, 28th, 
jand 29th days of December, 1864, he found that when the gas was tested, in accord- 
j}ance with the instructions of the 23rd section of the before-mentioned Act of Par- 
|liament, it was largely contaminated with ammonia and sulphuretted hydrogen. 

| Accordingly at the time of my inspection and inquiries at the works, I examined 
|the gas for these impurities, by exposing turmeric paper and paper imbued with 
\acetate of lead to a current of the gas issuing for one minute under a pressure of 
|5/L0thsof an inch of water, and I ascertained that the gas contained a minute trace of 
sulphurretted hydrogen, and was highly charged with ammonia. The experiments 
were repeated with the same results at the place provided by the company, in ac- 
cordance with the directions of the 27th section of the before-mentioned Act of 
Parliament. 

It was manifest, therefore, that at the time of my inspection and inquiries on the 
| 19th inst., one of the grounds of complaint 4s to the quality of the gas was still in 
existence, for the gas was largely contaminated with ammonia; and with respect to 

the other ground of complaint, namely, the presence of sulphuretted hydrogen in 
the gas, I was informed, and believe, that this impurity existed in the gas on the 
|day mentioned by the gas examiner, and also at the time referred to in the 
memorial, 
| I have the honour further to report that after having made a careful inspection 
of the works, I am of opinion that the following ar 1¢ principal circumstances 
which have occasioned the presence of these impurities in the gas : 
| 1. That in consequence of a very large increase in the consumption of gas in the 
‘district supplied by the Independent Gasliglit and Coke Company during the pre- 
jsent winter, as compared with that of preceding winters, the manufacture of gas has 
been extended beyond the prescut capabilities of the works. 

2. That although the company have anticipated this large increase of consumption, 
and have entered into a contract for the erection of two additional purifiers, yet 
these purifiers are only in process of construction. ss 

3. That the existing purifiers are not equal to the work which they are forced 
ito perform, for they are not only too small for the perfect purification of the large 
quantity of gas which is forced thr h them, but they are also out of repair from 
continual working over a long period of time. 

4, That in addition to the difficulty of properly purifying the gas by reason of the 
general incapacity of the present purificrs, another difiiculty has been caused by an 
accident to one of the tan! which the spent or refuse lime from the wet lime 
purifiers is stored, and this has interfered with the regular use of the wet lime 
purifiers. 

5. That the company have been using for too iong a time the oxide of iron sup- 
plied to them for the purification of the gas, and thus the purifiers have not the 
opportunity of acting as they might have done if they had been charged with 
fresher oxide of iron 

6. As regards the purification of the gas from ammonia, the processes in use at 
the works are very defective, for there was only a partial washing of the gas with 
water in such a manner as to fail in the proper removal of this impurity. 

In conclusion, I have the honour to report, as the result of these inquiries, that 
I am of opinion that the complaints in the memorial as to the impurity of the gas 
supplied to the parish of St. Leonard, Shoreditch, by the Independent Gaslight and 
Coke Company are well founded, and that the impurity is referable to certain per- 
sistent defects in the works, and not to any unavoidable cause or accident.—I have,

Whereas a complaint as to the quality of the gas supplied to the complainants by 
the Independent Gaslight and Coke Company, on the grounds that the gas has been 
and is largely contaminated with ammonia and sulphuretted hydrogen, was on the 
4th of January, 1865, made to me, the Right Hon. Sir George Grey, Bart, Principal 
Secretary of State for the Home Department, by a memorial in writing from the 
vestry of St. Leonard, Shoreditch, in the county of Middlesex, signed by their clerk, 
and thereupon I did within one month after the receipt of the said complaint appoint 
Henry Letheby, Esq., Doctor of Medicine, being a competent person in that behalf, 
as inspector, to inquire into and concerning the grounds of the said complaint in 
the manner prescribed by the Metropolis Gas Act, 1860, who did on the 26th of 
January, in the year 1865, make his report to me thereon, and it now, after the 
reception of such report, appears to me that the said complaint is well founded. 

Now, I do hereby, in pursuance of the 10th section of the said Act, give notice 
thereof to the Independent Gaslight and Coke Company, and order the said company 
to remove the grounds of such complaint, in obedience to the 11th section of the said 
Act of Parliament; and I further direct that all the costs, charges, and expenses 
incident to this inquiry and decision, shall be borne and paid by the said company, 
and I do at the same time transmit to the said company a copy of Dr. Letheby’s 
report to me.—Given under my hand and scal this 31st Jan., 1865.

FLINTOFF ON STRIKE. 

A Public Meeting of the Inhabitants of Islington was held at Myddelton 
Hall, Upper Street, on the evening of Wednesday, the 29th ult., to consider 
the best means of obtaining a reduction in the present price of gas. The 
meeting was convened by the Islington Vestry Reform Association, and it 
was announced that Mr. Flintoff and Mr. Cobden, from the ‘* Western Gas 
Association,’ and other gentlemen, would attend and address the meeting. 
Mr. J. Hiccryuorrom presided. 

The CuarnMan having read the placard convening the meeting, said he 
had been called upon by some gentleman connected with the Reform Associa- 
tion, and asked to take the chair, to which he gave consent, because he felt 
he could not refuse to aid in accomplishing so desirable an object as a redue- 
tion in the price of gas, which was, at the present time, exorbitantly high, 
taking into consideration the price of material from which it was manu- 
factured. He should be glad to hear any gentleman speak upon the subject, 
whether on one side of the question or the other, and he felt sure the meeting 
would listen impartially to all. 

Mr. Futur, the chairman of the Reform Association, then rose and said, 
before proceeding to read the resolution it was his intention to move, he 
thought it necessary for him to read a letter which he had received from Mr. | 
Flintoff, not to plead an excuse for his non-attendance, but to give the actual | 
cause and real reasons which had prevented him from arriving. The letter |

Was that, he would ask, the real reason? He might state that after the 
recent meeting in Holloway Road, he and another gentleman had attended a 
meeting at Paddington, at which Mr. Flintoff and other gentlemen interested 
in the gas question were present. He was introduced to Mr. Flintoff, and 
he told that gentleman that he and his friends were members of the Vestry 
Reform Association, and that as the vestry had thrown overboard the 
interests of the inhabitants in relation to the gas question, after having been 
solicited by the vestries of Lambeth, Camden Town, and Clapham, to co- 
operate with them, the association called together a meeting of the gas con- 
sumers in Islington, when it was determined to take independent action on 
the matter, which their local representatives had ignored. On that occasion 
Mr. Flintoff seemed highly delighted, and asked him to take a seat upon the 
platform. He did so, and of the members of that gigantic association, which 
was making such a noise throughout London, how many did they think 
were present ? He remembered reading about three tailors in Tooley Street ; 
there were only three upon the platform—there were just three belonging to 
the Association, and their humble servant made the fourth. On that 
occasion Mr. Flintoff promised unconditionally that he would attend a 
meeting to be called in Islington, and said, moreover, that he would give us 
what he called a lecture upon gas, if we would only give him twenty-four 
hours notice of when and where the meeting would be held. A few days 
after that, taking a few of the bills convening the meeting with him, he 
went to Mr. Flintoff’s office in the Strand, and there saw the clerk, who told 
him that Mr. Flintoff was at the House of Commons. He left some bills 
with the clerk, went as directed, and after much trouble found Mr. Flintoff, 
who, before they parted, pledged his word that he would be with them that 
night, but never mentioned a word that his services were to be paid for. If 





the Friday, when he showed Mr. Flintoff the bills with the heading on them. 
On the Saturday he went to Camden Town, and was there told by a gentle- 
man that some person had been going about there collecting money on behalf 
of the Islington Reform Association on the gas question. He told the 
gentleman that was a mistake, and wrote a letter stating that whoever was 
going about collecting money on behalf of the Islington movement was com- 
mitting a fraud upon the community. He heard nothing more from Mr, 
Flintoff till lass Monday evening, when about seven o’clock a gentleman 
came to his house, and brought him a very polite and gentlemanly epistle, 
with an intimation that, as he was not within, he would call at eleven o'clock 
next morning for an answer. The gentleman did call, when he told him, 
after reading the letter, that he thought it most unhandsome and ungentle- 
manly conduct, and that he would have nothing more to do with Mr, 
Flintoff. He told him, and he now said, that if asingle sixpence would bring Mr. 
Flintoff there he would not give it. Mr. Flintoff calculated that the men of 
Islington would pay him for what every intelligent man could do for himeelf, 
He was told that some persons had been collecting in Holloway for Mr, 
Flintoff, and told those gentlemen they called upon that if they paid a 
shilling that would be their subscription for a quarter! (A voice, “Its 
false.’”’) Mr. Flintoff told them, in his letter, that though he was not con- 
nected with vestry reform, and did not wish to mix himself with vestry 
reformers, yet if they would pay him he would come and give them a lecture 
on vestry reform. te appeared to him that Mr. Flintoff would come and do 
anything at his price ; but he advised the ratepayers of Islington not to bid 
for him, for the gas companies were very rich, and it was just possible 
those companies might outbid them. Mr. Flintoff professed a large interest 
in favour of gas consumers, and yet he would not come there without they 
gave hima fee! He regretted to take up the time of the meeting with this 

matter, but having mentioned Mr. Flintoff’s name in the bill, and seeing that 
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they were thrown over by him at the eleventh hour, he felt it necessary to 
give this explanation. They could do without Mr. Flintoff, and, therefore, 
need not hire him for his services. If gas consumers would unite together, 
and act together, for the protection of their own interest, they would soon 
| bring such an influence to bear upon the gas companies, that it would be im- 
| possible to resist their just and reasonable claim for a reduction in price. 
| He concluded by moving a resolution to the effect that the price charged for 
gas by the Imperial Gas Company was excessive, and that a deputation 
'should be appointed to wait upon the company and ask for a reduction to 
2s, 9d. per 1000 feet. 

A second resolution, inviting the inhabitants of Clerkenwell to co-operate 
| with the other committees, was also passed, and a third, that a petition be 
| presented to Parliament praying for the repeal of the Metropolis Gas Act, 

860, which concluded the business of the meeting.—Clerkenwell Dial.

CANTERBURY GAS CONSUMERS COMPANY, LIMITED. 


| _ On the evening of the 6th inst., a Special Meeting of the Shareholders of 
this Company was held at the Company’s Offices, High Street, Canterbury. 
| Perer Marten, Esq., chairman of the board of directors, presided, and the 
| other directors present were, H. G. Austin, Esq., and Messrs. P. Higham, 
|G. J. Drury, N. Jacobs, and Richard Barnwell. There was a full attend- 
| ance of shareholders, : F “ 
| The CuarrMan, in opening the proceedings, said the meeting had been 
| called for the purpose of reporting to the shareholders the result of a con- 
| ference between himself and several other members of the board and the 
directors of the old company. The object of the conference, which was in- 
vited by the directors of the old company, was to see if some understanding 
could not be come to which would render it unnecessary to have two gas 
companies in the city. He should state that the interview was to be merely 
of a preliminary character, and as nothing could be done to place the share- 
holders in a different position to that they occupied, it was decided to meet 
the directors of the old company, though they doubted very much whether 
any good result would arise from it. At the interview the directors of the 
old company made them an offer, certainly, but it was pretty much the 
same as one they had previously made in a handbill. It was to increase 
their capital, and allow the promoters of the new company to take shares, 
giving them half the directors, so that they might be even on the board. 
e and the gentlemen who were with him were of opinion that those terms 
would not be entertained by the new company; but, in order that it might 
not be said they were averse to any arrangement which would do away with 
the necessity for two companies, they thought it right to ascertain whether 
the old company would be disposed to sell their works at a valuation. Their 
object was confined to simply ascertaining the views of the old company, 
because, of course, they had no power to make an absolute offer without first 
consulting their shareholders. The directors of the old company would not 
agree to anything of that kind, but they were not unwilling to sell, provided 
they could get the full amount of their capital. Of course that was out of 
‘the question. As far as the public were concerned, he thought it was best 
| that they should have nothing further to do with the old company, as it ap- 
| peared to him to be impossible with the existing works to supply gas at less 
than 4s, 6d. per 1000 cubicfeet. If the offer to purchase the works at a valua- 
tion had been entertained, in his opinion thenew company would have laboured 
(| under such great inconvenience that they should never have been able to 
{ supply gas at the price they should be able to supply it if they constructed 
works in a more suitable locality, and introduced the most recent improve- 
ments. He was certain the new company would not only be able to keep 
terms with the public, by supplying them with gas at 4s. per 1000 cubic feet,

|| bably 3s. per 1000 feet. It would never have been possible for them to do 
| that if they had purchased the old works, They had had communications 
from several eminent engineers, all of whom were of opinion that new works, 
| sufficient to meet the requirements of the city, could be made at a cost con- 
siderably within their capital, and that it was very desirable they should not 
| take the worn-out works of the present gas company. It was the intention 
of the directors, therefore, fo ask permission of the Pavement Commissioners 
to break up the streets in order to lay down their mains. After obtaining 
that they should roceed to the selection of a site, appoint an engineer, and 
obtain estimates for the construction of their works, and get into operation 
as soon as possible, so that probably before the end of the summer they should 
be in a position to supply the public with gas. He thought the directors 
had taken a proper step in calling the shareholders together, in order to give 
them an opportunity of expressing their opinion on the proceedings in re- 
forence to the overtures of the old company. They had no desire, nor would 
it be right, to take action in any important matter without fully explaining 
it to the shareholders, and taking their opinion upon it.

The very general reduction which many Gas Companies have been compelled to make this winter in the price of gas, has induced me to publish 
illustrations of my Retort Settings, which have been at work in many places for several years, during which time they have been much improved, 
whereby a great saving is effected in the amount of coke burnt, with great duration of Retorts and economy of labour. 

a ay 1 represents an arrangement for medium sized works. Either the whole 9 or only 6 of the Retorts may be heated by the alteration 
of two dampers. 

Fig. 2 is what I adopt in the largest class of works. The Retorts in the centre bed are of iron, and receive the modified heat from the beds of 
Clay Retorts on either side. 

In both figs. 1 and 2 all the furnaces, or a portion of them, may be of tar or coke. The tar furnace is adapted to burn only tar; and, without 
smoke or destruction of the Retorts, a tar furnace can be converted to a coke one, or vice versd, without interfering with the Retorts. 

Fig. 3 is what I adopt for small works. In it, like fig. 1, 2 or 3 Retorts can be heated by the alteration of two dampers. In each case this very 
often postpones for weeks, if it does not prevent altogether, the lighting up of an extra fire. These modes of setting can in most cases be adapted 
to existing arches, 

Contracts made for the erection of the Retorts if necessary. 

Also my Patent Piston Exhauster combined with Steam Engine when required. 

Also my Patent Four-way Valves, one of which answered the purpose of three ordinary Valves when applied to Purifiers, or bye-pass and 
shut-off to Station-Meters, &c., and obviates the objection of foul gas attendant on the Centre Water-Valve. 

Also my concentric Gas Governor, which occupies about half the space of the old-fashioned Governor.
